San Francisco, Nov, 22.—An impres-

cisco and Portland under Santa Fe man-

President Ripley of the Santa Fe, in
an interview here, sald that rumors of
the cesnation of sonstruction of the line
from Eureka South to the Northern ter
minus of the California Northwesterm
were untiue,

“We're at work on the road,” he said
“and it will be completed within a year
and a hal. That will give ralirond con
nections between San Franciseo wnd Eu-
veka, and the run may be wmade in 1!
hours.”

As the line from Eureka to Portland

months, a new through line from this
city to Portland seems assured.

Charged With Manslaugter
Before Court Martial

SECRET “CODE” SHOWN

Merriwether Disregarded the Code
and Was Generally Disliked
as a Result.

—

MANY ENCOUNERS WERE HELD

ed at the Fights and the “Code” Un-
der Which They Were Conducted,
Annapolis, Nov. 22.—Midshipman

Merriwether, Jr., of LaFayette, La.,, was
put on trial today before the Naval
Court Martial, on charges of man-
slaughter, in having caused the death of
I¥idl}ipmln Branch, of New York, in a
fist fight on November 5th, for viola-
tion of the rules of the government
navy, in applying to Branch such names
a s“sneak” and “coward” and assault-
ing him; and lastly of conduct in preju-
dice of the good order and discipline, in
engaging in a fight with Branch.

The death of Branch called the atten-
tion to the unwritten code governing
the student body, quite outside the au-
thoritative regulations and is gemerally
in violation of them. Under this code,
every detail of these fights was fixed,
the midshipmen on duty abstaning from
reporting them, and excusing from
formation, all those connected with
them, These facts were clearly brought
out in the testimony.

“Code” in Ventilated

Although the “code” system is not on
trial, it is being thoroughly ventilated
along some lines, and in fairness to the
midshipmen who testified today, every-
one of them gave the indication of be-
ing very frank,

Midshimpan Fiteh, who refereed the
fight, stated that he officiated in nine-
teen such contests, and Midshipman Me-
Kittrick, to taking part in nine. De-
tailed accounts of the arrangements for
the care of the injured in these fights,
in hospitals, and that nothing further
was ever heard of them, was brought
out by the defense, it being evidently
intended to show the suthorities had
also winked as the “code” and the pre-
arranged fights under it,

Merriwether Too Ratty.

One midshipman testified that Merri-

wether was generally disliked because

{he was too “ratty” that is, did meot
{abide by the rules laid down for the
lower classmen.
